Constitutional rights cannot be sub- 
mitted to a vote, the judge wrote. 

Amendment 2 would have banned 
state and local laws prohibiting' dis- 
crimination based on sexual orienta- 
tion and canceled existing gny rights 
ordinances in Aspen, Boulder and 
Denver. 

A similar initiative is being circu- 
lated by the Burley-based Idaho Citi- 
zens Alliance. And Iwo conservative 
state lawmakers have said they will 
_ offer legislation to limit g ay rights 
during the 1994 session, which be- 


gins next month. 

Opponents of the ICA initiative 
called on ICA Chairman Kelly Wal-, 
ton Tuesday .to abandon bis cam- 
paign, saying the chances of the mea- 
sure ever becoming law arc “zero to 
none."

U.S. District Judge Harold Ryan said the 
agency’s Jan. 25 listing was "arbitrary, 
capricious, an abuse of discretion, and oth- 
erwise not in accordance with law.” 

The ruling came in a May lawsuit filed, 
by the Idaho .Farm Burenu Federation on 
behalf of 59 Owyhee County farms and 
ranches affected by the Fish and Wildlife 
Service decision. They said federal restric- 
tions on the use of groundwater to protect 
the tiny.ruollusks would drive them out of 
business. 

Farm Bureau spokeswoman Rayolu Ja- 
cobsen applauded Ryan’s decision. 

"This is what we had hoped for and 

"worked towardrWc felt that’ we were cor- 
rect and the judge has vindicated our posi- 
tion," she said. “This should serve as uu 
example to people that they can question 
the government. The government is not 
above the law and bureaucrats do have to 
nbide by it." 

David Klinger, a spokesman lor Fish and 
Wildlife’s Pacific regional office in Port- 
' Hind, Ore., said agency officials were 
_ studying Ryan’s decision. H c.said t hey _ 
-^rajld-cohsult-wfllvInterior-Departmcnt 
to'mcys before deciding whether to appeal. 

.. Fish and Wildlife proposed in 1985 that 
the Bruncau hot spring snail be listed ns an 
endangered species under the Endangered 
Species Act, At the time, only two colonies 
of the snails were believed to exist along 
- the Bruncau River and a tributary. Hot 
Creek, in southwestern Idaho. 

The agency contended pumping of 
groundwater from the aquifer that feeds 
and river and creek was dangerously reduc- 
ing the snail’s habitat. After a series of 
studies and administrative delays, the Fish 
and Wildlife Service issued its final deci- 
sion listing the mollusks as endangered last 
winter. 

But Ryan agreed with Form Bureau ar- 
guments that federal officials improperly 
delayed the process, did not provide the 
public with adequate notice, of their plans 
and failed to allow adequate public com- 
ment. 

He said Fish and Wildlife also ignored 
crucial information during the final months

WASHINGTON- (AP) — Sen. 
Bob Packwood altered diary tape 
recordings subpoenaed by the Ethics 
Committee, Senate lawyers said 
Tuesday in an urgent request that a 
federal court seize the materials 
immediately. 

Packwood also used government 
money and campaign fund9 to pay a 
woman to. transcribe tape recordings 
of his diary entries, the attorneys 
said in papers filed in U.S. District 
Court. 

The tapes were altered after the 
Ethics Committee began its investi- 
gation of Packwood, the Senate 
lay/yers said. 

The Justice Department also has 
subpoenaed Packwood's diaries as 
•port of a criminal investigation. It 
was riot immediately clear how the 


alteration affects that »probc.- 
Obstruction of justice laws prohibit 
tampering with subpoenaed materi- 
als. 

Neither Packwood nor members 
of his office staff were available to 
comment on the Senate's court fil- 


Thc Ethics Committee subpoe- 
naed all diary materials from 1989 
to the present, and asked a federal 
court to enforc e the demand when 
PackwoodrR-Ore., refused to com- 
ply. A court hearing is scheduled for 
Thursday. 

The committee is investigating 
allegations that Packwood made 
unwanted sexual advances to more 
than two dozen women, including 
Senate employees; and attempted to 
intimidate some of the witnesses. 


While Packwood initially sup- 
plied diary entries covering 1969- 
88, the committee subpoenaed diary 
materials after finding an entry relat- 
ed to a lobbyist’s job offer to 
Packwood's wife. 

The job offer also triggered the 
Justice Department subpoena, 
according to administration offi- 
cials. 

Packwood is opposing the sub- 
poena, arguing it violates his consti- 
tutional right to privacy and his 
Fifth Amendment right against self- 
incrimination.

We have an opportunity in the Magic Valley 
to maintain the high quality of life wc have en- 
joyed over the years. By taking an active part 
in substance abuse prevention efforts; each of 
us can have a positive impact on the nation's 
No. 1 health problem and help decrease the es- 
calating crime in our community. Substance 
abuse and addiction are destroying families, 
driving up health care cost, overwhelming the 
education, criminal justice and social systems 
of our nation and contributing to on unprece- 
dented wave of violence and other crimes. 

The No. 1 drug of choice in the Magic Val- 
ley and the nation is alcohol, second only to 
nicotine in causing illness and death. Youth 
are at additional risk tor dangerous involvc- 
ment with alcohol. According to a 1991 report 
by the Office of the Inspector General, two- 
thirds of drinking teens - almost 7 million - 
buy their own alcohol. 


A conclusion of the report: Parents and the 
public aUargc remain indifferent to under-age ' 
drinking. "At least they’re not on drugs," is 
how some adults rationalize tolerating, even 
facilitating, adolescent drinking, unaware tliat 
alcohol is the most dangerous drug for youth. 
Young people arc at additional risk for addic- 
tion. The younger they start experimentation, 
the greater chance they will cxpericnccad- 
verse effects from their use. ~ 

Young people can movpTrom experimenta- 
tion to full addiction In as short a time as two 
months. Frequently, our concern is only 
around the dangers of drinking and driving. 

That combination is totally intolerable; howev- 
er, the mixture of youth and alcohol is too of- 
ten a recipe for tragedy in any setting. 

The Magic Valley Red Ribbon Campaign 
has continued to grow in participation, increas- 
ing community awareness and providing op- 
portunities for cducationrRcd Ribbon offers a — 
lesson we can’t afford to ignore: Prevention 
works if everybody works for prevention.

Joined at the hip for decades, two 
old jv»lili«»rp;i!s arc'in ihe process of ■ 
falling into an old habit - saying no 
to a country desperate for change. 

Beginning in the New Deal years, 
the American Medical Association 
and the Republican Party have jointly 
fought ideological holy wars against 
even the hint of change in fcc-for-scr- 
vicc medicine. Any politician - from 
Harry Truman through to Edward 
Kennedy - who called for national 
health iasurancc could count on be- 
ing smeared as a pinko or worse. 

Now thcy're at it again, with a 
twist. TTtis lime they arc reverting to 
negativist form separately, with far 
more divided ranks. 

In the old days* the rock-solid sla : 

. tus quo entente kept guaranteed 

health insurance for America’s elder- 
ly (Medicare) out of the statute books 
- for a generation- following World— - 
War II. Today negativism may actu- 
ally work to President Clinton’s ad- • 
vantage as Congress' tries to create a 
new health system in response to his 
leadership. ■ 

List week the AMA took several 
strides away from earlier commit- 
ments by its leadership to try to work 
with the Clinton administration to 
shape a program to guarantee cover- 
age for all. What the AMA’s execu- 
tive vice president, James Todd, had 
started earlier this year was clearly 
proving too much for a huge chunk 
of the rank and file and the AMA 
trustees. The AMA was never des- 
tined to be anything like a Clinton , 
ally, but. Todd's eff orts to av oid early 
implacable opposition are clearly 
foundering.

opposition of a solid majority on.thc 
right in both the House and the Sen- 
ate has been a given for months. The 
real question has been what would 
happen in the party's moderate ranks, 
and the answer for now is disquiet- 
ing. 

'Die moderate GOP leader. Sen. 
John Chafcc of Rhode Island, has 
written his previously vague ideas 
into a hill that has moved several de- 
grees to the right, leaving a huge gulf 
between it and the administration. 

Substantively, the AMA and GOP, 
from their separate starting points, 
arc ending up with similar hangups. 
They amount tciopposition to guar- 
anteed licalth insurance for all and to 
a credible method for controlling 
costs. - — 

Politically they offer the president 
and Hillary Rodham Clinton the lus- 
cious opportunity of sole occupancy 
of the center through negotiations 
with conservative Democrats and in- 
dividual GOP moderates. 

At its convention in New Orleans,

The end of Cold War has not ended 
nuclear, strategic weapons nightmare 


In all the years of weapons build- 
ing in the Cold War it never seems to 
have occurred to anyone to ask: How 
arc wc going to gel rid of all this 
stuff if peace ever comes? 

It is a sad irony, but weapons 
themselves today are probably as 
dangerous and tlircatcning a problem - 
as the world has. Trying to get. rid of 
them is turning out to be a night- 
mare. 

Despite signed treaties, both the 
United States and Russia continue to 
have thousands of strategic nuclear 
weapons in place, still aimed at tar- 
gets in the other country. Crews still 
man American Minuleman missile, 
buses, ready to fire in minutes. U.S.

true on the Russian side. . . 

Only a small dent has been made 
in efforts to destroy and dismantle . 
tlicsc weapons and it is’ by no means 
certain that promised target dates in 
much bally hooed treaties will be 
met. 

Thcage of nuclear overkill Is still v 

with us. Hie Russians still have at 
least 7,000 strategic nucieilr 
weapons, ready to fire, and the Unit- 
ed States about 9,000, according to 
Jack Mendelsohn, of the Amis Con- 
trol association here. Another 2, (KM) 
to 3,000 are in former Soviet states 
that arc now independent: Belarus, 
Kazakhstan and Ukraine. 

Ukraine’s refusal to endorse a 
treaty called START I, which would 
begin massive reductions, has meant 
that that treaty and the more elabo- 
rate START II treaty, negotiated by 
President Bush, arc on hold and may 
never go into effect.

"The Cold War is over, the Soviet 
Union.is no more. But the post-Cold 
War world is decidedly not post-nu- 
clear,” Defense Secretary Lcs Aspin 
observed recently. 

A new book entitled "Reducing 
Nuclear Danger" by three experts in 
nuclear technology warns that “it is 
not at all clear that the overall level

of nuclear danger has gone down" 
with the end of the Cold War. The 
three are McGcorgc Bundy, national 
security adviser to presidents 

.Kennedy-and Johnson; William 

Crowe Jr., former chairman of the 
joint Chiefs of Staff, and Sidney 
Drcll, a physicist and deputy director 
of the Stanford Linear Accelerator _ 
Center. 

Strategic nuclear stockpiles arc 
only part of the problem. If you 
count both strategic and tactical 
weapons, according to the Bulletin of 
Atomic Scientists the totals; now are: 
United Stalc»rl6,-7S(^former Soviet— 
Union countries, 32.0(H). 

It is not easy to destroy and dis- 
mantle nuclear warheads: It takes 
lime. The Energy Department is try- 
ing to disassemble about 1 ,400 a 
year. It will take at least another 10 
years to cut the number to a target of 
3,500. 

- Even that schedule may be loo fast- 
to be safe, according to a report is- 
sued by the Senate Governmental 
Affairs Committee, headed by Sen. 
.John Glenn, D-Ohio. The report said 
dangerous accidents have already oc- 
curred. In one, a warhead fell 20 
inches onto a table leading to a 38- 
day shutdown of disassembly opera- 
tions. 

Then there is the terrifying prob- 
lem of trying to get rid of plutonium, 
the deadly fuel of nuclear bombs. 

Five pounds of it can destroy a city 
in a nuclear explosion. One ten-thou- 


sandlh of a gram will cause human 
cancer. .. 

Nobody knows quite what to do 
with the stuff. Blast it into space? 

Dump it at sea? It’s dangerous wher- 
ever it is and, more than that, there is 
so much of it around now that it pre- 
sents what Jessica Mathews of the 

Council on Foreign Relations has 
callcd-’‘a terrorist’s dream.” 

It is already costing taxpayers $6 
billion a year to try to clean up U.S. ' 
nuclear weapons sites. But we’re also 
laying out dollars to buy nuclear ma- 
terials from the Russians. Getting it 
out of Russian hands is considered a ' 
good investment. 

As if these problems aren’t 
-enough, there arc a Hoi major amtdif- — 
flcult problems in getting rid of 
chemical weapons. 

Today wc’rc spending $8 billion to 
S9 billion trying to destroy our 
chemical weapons stockpile, a pro- 
ject that will take at least 10 to 15- 
years. The Russians arc estimated to 
have 40,000 tons of poison gas and 

the UiSrstockpile is only slightly 

smaller. 

. Yes, our confrontation with the 
Soviet Union is over and, yes, wc’rc 
talking peace. 

But the weapons still out there - 
thousands and thousands of them - 
still have the power to destroy civi- 
lization as wc know it. Wc have end- 
ed the Cold War. Wc have not ended 
the weapons nightmare.

They arc done to 
raise revenue to buy drugs made ar- 
tificially expensive by the laws, to 
settle disputes over underwork! ter- 
ritory and sometimes as a side-effect 
of having to enter a criminal nether- 
world to obtain certain drugs, the 
demand for which prohibition has 
failed to erase. 

There's another important way 
drug laws increase criminal activity. 
Criminologists, sociologists anti 
economists have all dune studies 
that suggest that when there’s a 
murked d iffer ence be twee n the ea'm- 
ings available through legitimate 
commerce mid cmploymTTnt and 
earnings from Criminal activities 
more people will move into criminal 
endeavors. It’s wise to remember 
that social science is not as "scien- 
tific" and precise as its practitioners 
sometimes pretend. But that conclu- 
sion. also .comports JiYitlLcommon 
sense. 

Many young people have discov- 
ered, to their sorrow, that the drug 
trade is nowhere near as romantic or 
(except for a few top dogs) as lucra- 
tive as urban myths suggest. But for 


many young people living in pover- 
ty, with broken families, further dis- 
advantaged by inferior inner-city 
government schools, it still pays 
belter than a job at the local ham- 
burger stand or convenience store. 

So long as that's true, an alarming 
number of young people will be 
drawn into the drug-trade. Some 
-will-drift-orbcTnishcd'intirfutl-timc - 
criminal activities. Many will never - 
find out what it's like to hold down 
a legitimate, economically produc- 
tive job or start a business. All this 
will continue to be true until wc* 
wise up and put an end to our long, 
expensive and ineffective drug war. 

Various jurisdictions have tried 
different types of drug-law liberal- 
ization. Holland doesn't prosecute 
for marijuana and hashish, and even 
allows them to be sold openly in 
-certain parts of certain cities. In 
Alaska for many years personal pos- 
session of marijuana was effectively 
legal because of a court interpreta- 
tion of a privacy clause in (he state 

constitution. Spain andjtaly have 

recently repealed criminal penalties 
•for possession of certain drugs for 
personal use, though laws against 
trafficking remain in place. 

In none of these instances did 
drug use increase at anything like 
the doomsday rates the opponents of 
libera lizal ion predict. In Holland, in 
fact, after a brief uptick in usage 
statistics; marijuana use among 
teen-agers actually declined lo.be- 
"low'pf^rpwicvcis: 

There's no intellectually legiti- 
mate case that crime rales would do. 
anything hut decline if drugs were 
legalized, as they did after alcohol 
prohibition was ended. Yet various 
Republicans, including California 
Gov. Fete Wilson, have called on 
President Clinton to fire Elders for 
daring to utter such an inconvenient 
truth. 

Very curious.

HOUSTON - Houston Oilers defen- 
sive tackle Jeff Aim apparently was so 
upset by his best friend's death in a car 
crush that he took a shotgun out of the 
vehicle, stuck it in his mouth and pulled 
the trigger, authorities say. 

— Alm and Sean P. - 
Lynch, both 25 
and from Orland

found dead about 
2:45 a.m. Tuesday 
along Interstate 
610 in southwest 
Houston, police 
said. 

Lynch was 
thrown through the 
passenger window 
of Aim's speeding 
1993 Cadillac El- 
dorado when it 

went out of control and struck barriers on 

cither side of an elevated exit rump, po- 
lice spokesman Rick Hartley said. 

Police found Aim's body sitting 
against a guardrail near his car and near a 
shotgun, Lynch’s corpse could be seen 
from that spot, down a grassy embank- 
ment on a service road some 25 feet bc- 
■ low. 

“He got a shotgun. He may have fired 
a couple shots in the air and then put the 
gun to his head." Hartley said. 

Police said there was no evidence at 
the scene that the two had been drinking. 
Toxicology reports would take several 
dnys, said Cecil Wingo, chief investiga- 
tor with the Harris County medical ex- 
aminer's office. 

Police spokesman Alvin Wright said 
Aim was not injured in the wreck, but 
neither man was wearing a seat belt. 
Lynch’s exact cause of death was not im- 
mediately determined.

played football together at Carl Sandburg' 
High School in Orland Park, 111., and

NEW YORK - A record 273 baseball players made SI million or 
more this year, topped by Chicago Cubs second baseman Rync Sandberg 
at 56.379,213, according to a salary stud y by T he Associated Press. 

While the number of million-dollor players increased by just six from " 
1992, the percentage decreased from 37.1 percent to 33.5 percent be- 

_causc of expansion. 

The number of$2 million players went up by only l2to 189, but play- . 
ers at $3 million or higher jumped from 71 to 103. 

There were 38 players at S4 million or more, an increase of 15, and 13 
at S5 million or higher, more than double the five in 1992. 

Following Sandberg was New York Mets outfielder Bobby Bonilla at 
S6.2 million and Mets pitcher Dwight Gooden at S6.166.667. 

The top-paid players at each position formed a lineup that earned 

- $47,829,213.. Joining Sandberg in ,thc_inficld. were first bascman Will 
Clark, then with San Francisco, at S4.75. million, Cincirinaii shortstop 

- Barry Larkin at S5.75 million and California third baseman Kelly Gruber 
at S4.333.333. Due to an injury, Gruber played just 17 games at third 
base last season. 

After Bonilla, the top-paid outfielders were J6c Carter of Toronto ot 
S5.55 million and Kirby Puckett of Minnesota at S5.3 million. The high-, 
cst-paid catcher, just 72nd overall, was Benito Santiago of Florida at 
$3.4 million. _ —

An Illinois congresswoman- has 
called for an investigation of an 
NCAA committee that she says-in-' 
eludes members who arc proponents 
of genetic and racial superiority. 

Rep. Cardiss Collins, D-Ill., ac- 
cused the NCAA on Tuesday of hir- 
ing a closely knit group of researchers 
who were members of what she de- 
scribed as the Beyondism Foundation. 
The foundation, Collins said, favors 
eugenics, which is hereditary im- 
provement by genetic control, . 
v “These statisticians hold some 
views that arc truly scary, and now 
they arc. controlling the data that can 
affect millions of students and their 
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opportunities to go to college,” said 
Collins, who is also the chairwoman 
of the Congressional Black Caucus’ 
Task Force on Intercollegiate Athlet- 
ics. • 

“Their association with extremist 
groups makes all of the NCAA’s 
studies on Proposition 48 suspect, as 
well as the research behind the higher 
standards scheduled to go into effect 
in 1995.” . 

The target of the criticism is the 
Data Analysis Working Group, whiclt 
is funded by the NCAA and made up 
of experimental psychologists. The 
panel has been studying test scores, 
graduation rates and their efTefts on ' 
minorities and disadvantuged stu- 
dents.

He later apologized in a written 
statement for offending any "true 
fans" by his outburst, but he did not 
apologize for the actions that led to 
the booing in the first place. 

Indiano beat Washington State 79- 
64 Saturday night. Knight did not 
speak to the media after the game and 


did not mention the incident or. the . 
suspension on his Sunday television 
show.

One suspect was arrested after a Dec. 6 
shooting at a Snake River Canyon overlook. 
Sheriffs investigators arrested a second sus- 
pect Monday, and more arrests are expected, 
said Detective Sgt. Bob Gauthier. 

"We found evidence of the burglaries on the 
suspects in the shooting,” Gauthier said Tues- 
day. Some of the juveniles confcsscd lb the 
burglaries, he said. 

Investigators have r ecovered about onc- 
cighlh of the goods stolcnjn the burglaries. 

The arrests will help sheriffs investigators.

The juvenile who originally admitted to the 
shooting has been charged with obstructing die 
investigation by signing a false statement,

Investigators are looking for two guns in the 
shooting and know a possible location of the 
weapons.

Proposed ban on gang-related garb 
draws objections at school meeting

TWIN FALLS - A projWd school 
district policy that would outlaw 
gang-related clothing at school would 
violate students rights, some people 
said aT a district meeting Tuesday 
night.

It was not clear what caused the col- 
lapse of a wall of rock from the 
Mokattani Hills, which separate the 
eastern edge of Cairo from the desert. 

Rescue workers said that the face of 
the mountain, about 200 feel high, 
apparently had been weakened by 
quarrying'. Rains Monday could have 
contributed to the collapse.

It is very easy, to 
read and practically indestructible. 
It retails for about S II . 

A good outdoor thermometer 
should give high and low readingsr 
bc very easy to read and cost under

A pair of small pruning shears is 
'a great investment. The style is less' 
important than the quality, which, is 
measured by the price. Expect to 
pay S35 or more to get the quality. 

Most gardeners love forced 
bulbs, wjiose early blooms brighten- 
the bleak, non-gardening months. 
.Look for narcissus at a cost rnni»- 
ing from 65 cents to SI. 50 per 
bulb, depending on the quality and 
variety, or amaryllis, which cost 
from $5 to SI5 per bulb, depending 
on variety. Along with the narcis- 
sus bulbs, pack a bowl with small
